There is no scarcity of work needing to be 
done. The debris of what once was pavement 
on 97th Street north of the subway contniues to 
tear tires to pieces and smash springs of motor 
cars; 124th Street paving; 109th Street 
needs repairing from Jasper to the parliament 
buildings; so does Jasper East from 95th Street 
to the new Latta ravine bridge. Grading and 
gravelling are needed on scores of streets. The 
Jasper East scenic drive, started three years 
ago, is not finished yet, nor in process of being 
finished. 

In previous years of depression, councils 
have managed one way or another, to carry on 
a moderate amount of improvement and repair 
work, thus preventing the city falling farther 
into arrears in that respect, while providing 
wage-work for considerable numbers of un- 
employed residents who must otherwise draw 
relief allowances for no labor return—just as 
they are doing now. 

The council of 1936 has thus far done noth- 
ing in the way of keeping up the streets or 
hard-surfacing more of them. While the money 
of the taxpayers is going out for “doles’—in, 
larger amounts every month than last year— 
they are getting nothing in return. The city’s 
debt is being increased by from $250,000 to 
$350,000 this year to provide relief allowances, 
but there is no creation of fixed assets or per- 
manent improvements to offset the new mort- 
gage thus placed upon property 

By no exercise of industry and economy 
could a man earn and save in the remaining 
weeks of summer money enough to take care 
of himself and his family all winter. So far as 
council is concerned, every family now on re-

I've tried holidaying with a car. I used to 
have a nice auto camping outfit with tent, fold- 
ing bed, folding stove and table and chairs, etc. 
but scarcely ever used it. The strain of driving 
the cramped quarters, the dust and the heat, de- 
tracted from the pleasure. A modern trailer 
would overcome some of these difficulties, but 
there is always the need for incessant watch- 
fulness while driving, and consequent strain. 

The pleasure of a boat is its freedom and 
greater safety. There are fuelling stations up 
and down the coast, but if anything goes wrong 
with the engine, you can’t pull to the side of the 
road and call a garage. A man should know 
his engine and be able to diagnose trouble and 
make simple repairs. A good marine engine 
is not prone to trouble. I’ve run an engine 62 
hours without a stop, in very stormy weather. 
It never missed a stroke, and was cool enough 
at the end, one could sit on top of the single 
cylinder. 

After the fear of engine trouble is over it 
is pure pleasure. The sea is wide. Any tyro 
can steer. Instead of keeping your eye on the 
road for each fraction of a second and swallew- 
ing dust, when a boat is under way you can 
hand the wheel over to any sane person with 
instruction to steer for some distant point, and 
you can relax in the fresh air. You can cook 
meals and make beds while running. And you 
don’t have to be bothered by crowds if you 
don’t wish.

Melons Make A 
Delicious Meal 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


While I recommend melons highly and find 
that they provide a pleasant change in the diet 
during the summer months, I suggest that the 
best way to use melons is to make the entire 
meal of them, using no other food at the same 
time. 

Melons are made up most- 
ly of water and sugar, being 
about 92 per cent water and 
about 6 per cent sugar. Due 
to their cooling effect, and to 
the naturally sweet flavor of 
the flesh, they are a favorite 
article of diet when in season. 
Originating in the hot coun- 
tries, melons have been 
known and grown for prob- 
Dr. F. McCoy ably as long a time as any of 

‘ the vegetables. 

While there are literally many hundreds of 
varieties of melons, when most people think 
of melons they think of either watermelons or 
muskmelons. The muskmelon has possibly been 
used for food for a longer time than most of 
our common vegetables, for this member of the 
gourd family has been used in southern Asia 
from time immemorial. It was also known to 
the Romans and the Greeks, 

Melons are always prized in hot countries 
because they are refreshing and because of the 
large amount of pure, tastily flavored water 
which they contain—but they are also valuable 
in temperate climates on account of their 
cleansing action. In the crisp, delicate flesh of 
the watermelon and cantaloupe you will find 
an answer to the problem of what to eat on a 
summer day when the mercury in the thermo- 
meter soars. It is said that the cantaloupe takes 
its name from a town of that name in Italy; 
the name muskmelon comes from the faint musk 
flavor of the fruit when it is opened. Much 
of the pleasure of eating this melon comes from 
this delicate flavor. As a rule, the melons hav-. | 
ing the most pleasing fragrance have the best | 
flavor. 

The cantaloupe is an ideal summer food for 
several reasons: it is low in calories and does 
not heat the body as would richer foods; it 
has a distinctly cooling effect; the sweet flavor 
comes from pure fruit sugar; and it contains 
food minerals such as potassium, calcium and 
iron. Casabas and honeydey melons closely 
resemble muskmelons in food value. In choos- 
ing any type of melon, it is important to have it 
just ripe enough. If under-ripe the full flavor 
has not developed, and if very ripe, the diges- 
tion may be disturbed. As melons are perish- 
able, it is best not to keep too many on hand 
unless you get a certain kind of casaba known | 
to keep. 

In preparing cantaloupe for serving, put the 
cracked ice around the cutside of the half-melon | 
and not inside, for if the cracked ice is allowed 
to melt in the melon, it will detract from the | 
flavor. Season with a little salt if desired. You 
will find that cutting a slice off the bottorn of 
the melon will make it rest smoothly on a plate. 
Cantaloupes are best served by themselves, or | 
with ice cream. Cantaloupe a la mode may be 
considered an excellent food combination and 
if you want to combine anything at all with 
the melon, ice cream is the best food to add. 

I strongly advise that you use melons, but 
remember to try making a complete meal of 
either watermelons cantaloupes, using as 
much at one time as desired. You will find that 
such fruits make a delicious luncheon during 
hot weather and are quickly made ready for 
serving as they require so little preparation.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1781 the death 
took place of Father Peter Potier, 
the last of the Jesuit missionar- 
ies to the Huron Indians and the 
pastor of the Church of the As- 
sumption at Sandwich. The his- 
tory of this ancient parish is un- 
ique. Its origin was in a mission 
to the Hurons in 1728 by Father 
Armand de la Richardie, who had 


previously conducted a mission 
at Detroit, where he converted 
500 Hurons. In 1742 the Huron 


village was removed to Bois Blane 
Island, and in 1744 Father Potier 
arrived as assistant priest. Seven 
years later the first chapel wes 
erected at la Pointe de Montreal, 
as the place was then called, and 
in 1767, the mission, including 
French (who had come up from 
Quebec) and Indians, became the 
parish of L’Assomption de De- 
troit 

Father Potier was the first pas- 
tor at Sandwich under British 
rule and left parish registers dat- 
ing back to 1760. The first entry 
is that of the marriage of Frank 
Morin dit Valcour and Madeleine 
Bouron in May of that year. Tne
